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ANNOUNCEMENT 


(HE  sixty-fourth  regular  session  of  the  Medical 
Department  of  the  University  of  Buffalo  will  begin 
Monday,  September  27,  1909.  This  institution, 
organized  and  established  in  1846.  has  an  enviable 
record  of  progress  and  attainment  for  more  than 
sixty  years.  To  it  was  added  in  1898  the  Medical  Department 
of  Niagara  University.  It  is  now  the  only  medical  school  in  a 
city  of  400,000  population. 

Possessing  a  well-equipped  and  commodious  building,  fully 
supplied  with  laboratories  and  laboratory  apparatus,  with  a  good 
library,  a  fine  museum,  a  large  corps  of  well-trained  and  experi- 
enced teachers,  and  a  great  abundance  of  clinical  material,  the 
Faculty  feels  confident  that  this  institution  offers  the  very  best 
facilities  for  study  and  for  the  acquisition  of  thorough  medical 
training.  The  classes  are  of  such  moderate  size  that  the  teachers 
are  able  to  give  personal  attention  to  individual  students,  which  is 
a  very  great  advantage.  The  fees  are  reasonable,  and  the  cost  of 
living  in  Buffalo  is  comparatively  low.  The  college  is  co-educa- 
tional. 

The  college  building  is  situated  on  High  Street,  near  Main 
Street,  and  one  block  from  the  General  Hospital.  It  was  built 
for  its  present  purpose  in  1893.  I*  is  °f  brick,  terra  cotta  and 
oak,  and  is  practically  fireJproof.  It  is  supplied  with  an  electric 
lighting  plant,  and  heated  by  steam.  It  contains  three  large 
amphitheatres,  recitation  rooms,  a  finely  equipped  chemical  labor- 
atory, in  which  ninety-six  students  can  work  at  once,  a  large 
pathological  laboratory,  fully  equipped  with  fine  microscopes  and 
other  apparatus,  besides  other  laboratories  with  every  convenience 
for  practical  work  in  histology,  bacteriology  and  physiology. 
The  dissecting-room  is  large,  well  lighted  and  ventilated.  A 
cold-storage  plant  permits  the  accumulation  of  an  abundance  of 
dissecting  material.  The  museum  contains  a  large  and  con- 
stantly increasing  number  of  normal  and  pathological  speci- 
mens, which  are  freely  used  for  demonstration.  The  college 
library  contains  about  8,000  volumes,  including  all  the  latest 
text-books  and  books  of  reference,  and  files  of  the  leading  home 
and  foreign  medical  journals.  It  is  carefully  catalogued,  and  a 
competent  librarian  is  in  daily  attendance  from  9  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m. 
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The  methods  of  instruction  are  fully  up  to  the  latest  require- 
ments of  pedagogical  science.  Bedside  teaching  and  laboratory 
work  are  the  leading  features  of  the  course.  Didactic  lectures 
have  been  largely  replaced  hy  other  methods  of  teaching.  About 
six  hours  daily  are  devoted  to  instruction,  the  classes  being  taken 
in  small  sections  whenever  it  is  deemed  advisable.

CURRICULUM 

First  Year 

Anatomy — Fours  hours  a  week  throughout  the  session,  com- 
bined recitation  and  demonstration  and  quizzes,  class  divided  into 
sections.  Dissection  ten  hours  a  week  for  first  and  second  terms ; 
six  hours  a  week  for  third  term. 

Chemistry — Two  hours  recitation  a  week  throughout  the 
session.  Four  hours  laboratory  work  a  week  during  the  third 
term. 
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Medical  Observation — One  hour  a  week  at  the  Buffalo 
General   Hospital. 

Embryology — One  hour  a  week  during  the  session. 

Histology — Two  hours  recitation  and  two  hours  laboratory 
work  a  week  during  the  session. 

Physiology — Four  hours  lectures  and  one  hour  recitation 
a  week  throughout  the  session.  Three  hours  individual  labora- 
tory work,  throughout  session. 

Second  Year 

Anatomy — Four  hours  a  week  throughout  the  session,  com- 
bined recitation  and  demonstration,  and  quizzes,  class  divided  into 
sections.  Dissection  six  hours  a  week.  Applied  anatomy  two 
hours  a  week  during  second  and  third  terms,  in  sections. 

Dissection  must  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  second  year. 

Bacteriology — One  hour  recitation,  two  hours  laboratory 
work  a  week  during  the  session. 

Chemistry  (Medical) — One  hour  a  week  during  the  first 
term.     Four  hours  laboratory  work  a  week  during  the  first  term. 

Chemistry  (Organic) — One  lecture  a  week  throughout  the 
session. 

Diagnosis  (Physical) — One  hour  a  week  throughout  the  ses- 
sion at  the  Buffalo  General  Hospital. 

Hygiene — One  hour  a  week  during  the  session. 

Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacology — Two  hours  a  week 
during  the  session. 

Pathology  (General) — Two  recitations  and  two  hours 
laboratory  work  a  week  Muring  the  session. 

Pharmacy  Laboratory — Two  hours  a  week  during  the 
second  term. 

Physiology — Two  hours  lectures  during  the  first  two  terms 
and  three  hours  during  the  third  term. 

Practice — One  recitation  and  one  quiz  a  week  during  the 
session. 

Surgery — One  recitation  a  week  throughout  the  session. 
Therapeutics — One  hour  a  week  during  the  session. 
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Third  Year 

Applied  Anatomy — One  hour  a  week  during  the  session. 
Genito-Urinary   Diseases — One   hour   a  week  during-  the 
session. 

History  of  Medicine — Ten  lectures. 

Laryngoscopy — One  hour  a  week  during  the  session,  class  in 
sections. 

Medicine  (Practice  of) — Two  hours  lecture  and  one  hour 
quiz  a  week  at  the  College,  three  hours  a  week  at  the  Buffalo 
Hospital  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity.  Two  hours  ward  class  at  the 
Erie  County  Hospital  during  the  second  and  third  terms.  Dis- 
pensary clinic  one  hour  a  week  during  the  second  and  third  terms. 

Medical  Ethics — Two  lectures. 

Obstetrics — Two  hours  a  week  recitation  during  the  whole 
session,  class  in  sections. 

Otology — One  hour  a  week  during  the  first  term. 

Pathology — Two  hours  lectures  or  recitations  a  week.  Two 
hours  laboratory,  one  hour  demonstration  a  week,  class  in  two 
sections. 

Pathology  (Clinical) — Two  hours  a  week  during  the  ses- 
sion. 

Physiology  (Applied) — One  hour  a  week  the  first  two 
terms. 

Surgery — Seven  hours  a  week  including  clinics.  Two  hours 
a  week  clinics  at  either  the  Hospital  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity  or 
the  Erie  County  Hospital ;  five  hours  a  week  of  instruction, 
divided  between  recitations,  lectures  and  practical  demonstra- 
tions on  the  cadaver  in  operative  surgery. 

Surgery  (Orthopedic) — One  hour  a  week  during  the  third 
term. 

Therapeutics — Two  hours  conference  a  week  during  three 
terms. 

Therapeutics — (Clinical  including  Medical  Gymnastics)  — 
One  hour  a  week  during  the  second  and  third  terms  at  the 
Buffalo  General  Hospital. 

Fourth  Year 

Brain  Diseases — One  hour  a  week  during  the  third  term. 
Children  (Diseases  of) — One  hour  clinic  and  lecture  at  the 
College  during  the  first  and  second  terms. 
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Dermatology — One  hour  a  week  throughout  the  session. 

Dietetics — One  lecture  a  week  during  the  third  term. 

Genito-Urinary  Diseases — Two  hours  clinic  a  week  at  the 
Erie  County  Hospital  during  the  second  and  third  terms. 

Gynecology — Two  lectures  and  one  quiz  a  week  during  the 
third  term,  one  clinic  a  week  at  the  Buffalo  General  Hospital,  one 
clinic  a  week,  class  in  sections,  at  the  Woman's  Hospital,  during 
the  session. 

Insanity — One  lecture  a  week,  clinics  at  the  State  Hospi- 
tal during  the  third  term. 

Jurisprudence  (Medical) — One  hour  a  week  during  the  first 
term. 

Laryngology  and  Otology — One  hour  a  week  clinic  at  the 
University  Dispensary  and  one  hour  a  week  clinic  at  the  Buffalo 
Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary. 

Life  Insurance — Five  lectures. 

Medicine  (Practice  of)) — Three  clinics  a  week  at  the  Buffalo 
General  Hospital,  one  clinic  a  week  at  the  Erie  County  Hospital, 
one  conference  and  one  lecture  a  week  at  the  College,  three  and 
one-half  hours  ward  class  a  week  at  the  Buffalo  General  Hospital, 
and  one  quiz  a  week  at  the  College. 

Nervous  Diseases — One  clinic  a  week  at  the  College  during 
the  first  and  second  terms. 

Obstetrics — Two  lectures  and  one  quiz  a  week  during  the 
first  and  second  terms,  clinical  conference  two  hours  a  week  dur- 
ing the  session,  operations  on  the  manikin  one  hour  a  week  during 
the  third  term. 

Ophthalmology — One  hour  a  week  at  the  College  during  the 
first  term,  one  clinic  a  week  at  the  Buffalo  Eye  and  Ear  In- 
firmary and  one  clinic  a  week  at  the  Charity  Eye  Hospital. 
Ten  lectures  on  refraction. 

Pathology — One  hour  demonstration  a  week  during  the 
session. 

Surgery — Three  clinics  a  week  at  the  Buffalo  General  Hospi- 
tal, two  hours  clinical  conference  a  week  at  the  College,  one 
hour  lecture  at  the  College. 

Therapeutics — Practical  prescription  conference  one  hour  a 
week  during  first  and  second  terms. 
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OBSTETRICS  AND  GYNECOLOGY 

Professors  Mann,  Van  Peyma,  Frederick,  King  and  Dr.  E.  C.  Mann 

Instruction  in  obstetrics  begins  in  the  third  year,  Dr  Edward 
C.  Mann  taking  the  class  throughout  the  year.  In  the  senior 
year,  Prof.  Mann  and  Prof.  King  take  up  the  instruction,  dividing 
the  course  between  them.  In  that  year  also  Dr.  W.  T.  Getman 
gives  a  course  in  obstetric  operations,  illustrated  with  exercises 
on  the  manikin.  Prof.  Van  Peyma  holds  a  weekly  conference 
of  two  hours,  in  which  cases  from  practice  or  supposititious  cases 
are  analyzed  and  discussed.  During  the  senior  year  practical  in- 
struction is  given  in  the  Maternity  Department  of  the  General 
Hospital,  also  at  the  Erie  County  Hospital,  the  St.  Mary's  Infant 
Asylum  and  Maternity  Hospital,  the  Rescue  Home  and  the  River- 
side Hospital.  A  comfortable  room  is  fitted  up  on  the  College 
grounds,  where  students  awaiting  obstetric  cases  may  sleep.  The 
telephone  gives  communication  with  the  various  hospitals.  In 
this  way  the  student  is  enabled  to  attend  a  number  of  obstetric 
cases  during  the  senior  year.  A  weekly  quiz  on  Prof.  Mann's  and 
Prof.  King's  lectures  is  held  by  Dr.  Zittle. 

Gynecology  is  taught  in  the  senior  year  by  Prof.  Mann,  he 
giving  didactic  lectures  and  a  clinic  once  a  week  at  the  Buffalo 
General  Hospital.  The  class  is  invited  in  sections  to  witness 
various  gynecological  operations  in  Prof.  Mann's  clinic  at  the 
General  Hospital.  Prof.  Frederick  holds  a  clinic  with  opera- 
tions once  a  week  at  the  Woman's  Hospital,  the  class  attending 
in  sections.  Dr.  Haller  holds  a  weekly  quiz  on  Prof.  Mann's 
lectures. 

SURGERY   AND   CLINICAL    SURGERY 

Professors   Park,   Parmenter,   Meyer,   Smith,   Clinton,   Kenerson 

and  McGuire 

To  the  surgical  clinic  of  the  General  Hospital  come,  from  far 
and  near,  patients  presenting  every  variety  of  surgical  disease 
and  injury.  The  clinic  is  held  in  the  magnificent  new  amphi- 
theatre of  the  General  Hospital,  capable  of  seating  a  large  class, 
from  which  all  can  have  an  equally  good  view.  This  new  build- 
ing is  unique  in  construction,  beautiful  in  design  and  presents 
novel  features  never  before  introduced  in  any  such  room.  Prof. 
Park  gives  all  his  lectures  to  the  senior  class  in  this  room.  In 
this  clinic  in  past  years  each  member  of  the  graduating  class  has 
administered  anesthetics  at  least  twice.  This  feature  of  the  clinic 
will  be  continued,  having  proven  of  much  benefit  to  the  student. 
Patients  once  presented  are  followed  and  their  cases  watched  by 
the  entire  class. 
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Aside  from  a  large  number  of  operations  which  the  students 
witness  in  the  clinic,  operative  surgery  is  taught  the  junior  class 
upon  the  cadaver,  so  that  when,  as  seniors,  they  witness  these 
frequent  operations  they  are  much  more  familiar  with  the  details 
of  operative  work.  Moreover,  special  courses  are  given  in  ortho- 
pedic, genito-urinary  and  laryngological  surgery,  while  many  of 
the  operations  which  can  be  equally  well  demonstrated  upon  the 
lower  animals  are  performed  in  the  presence  of  the  lower  classes 
or  sections  thereof.  In  this  way  there  is  scarcely  an  operation 
generally  practiced  today  which  the  student  has  not  ample  oppor- 
tunity to  witness. 

Aside  from  the  conventional  forms  of  clinical  teaching,  there 
are  held  clinical  conferences  and  quizzes,  while  in  the  out-door 
department,  as  well  as  in  other  hospital  wards,  students  are 
brought  as  much  as  possible  into  actual  contact  with  cases. 

In  the  other  hospitals  of  the  city  opportunities  are  also 
afforded  to  which  students,  so  far  as  their  time  may  permit,  are 
urged  to  avail  themselves.  At  the  Erie  County  Hospital,  Profs. 
Meyer  and  Smith  have  frequent  clinics.  At  the  Sisters  Hospital, 
Profs.  Meyer,  Smith  and  Clinton ;  at  the  Emergency,  Dr.  Kener- 
son.  In  various  other  institutions,  from  time  to  time,  much  of 
interest  may  be  seen  which  is  made  accessible  to  the  student, 
especially  during  the  summer  months,  when  his  time  is  least  occu- 
pied. 

The  special  department  of  Genito-Urinary  Surgery  and  Ven- 
ereal Diseases  will  be  in  charge  of  Dr.  Nelson  W.  Wilson  who 
will  give  a  course  of  lectures  upon  the  subject,  and  Drs.  Greene 
and  Wheeler  will  from  time  to  time  give  clinics  at  the  Erie 
County  Hospital  upon  cases  of  this  character. 

Quizzes  and  instruction  in  minor  surgery  will  be  given  as 
arrangements  can  be  made  by  Drs.  McGuire,  Plummer  or  F. 
Parmenter. 

It  is  proposed  to  arrange  an  optional  skeleton  course  in  Mili- 
tary Medicine  and  Surgery,  which  will  be  of  particular  value  to 
those  contemplating  entering  the  army  or  navy.  In  addition  to 
special  instruction  the  facilities  of  the  Army  Post  (Fort  Porter) 
will  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  those  taking  this  course.  More 
definite  announcement  concerning  it  will  be  made  later. 

PRINCIPLES  AND  PRACTICE  OF  MEDICINE 

Professors    Stockton,   Cary,  Rochester,  Jones  and  Buswell 
The  methods  adopted  for  teaching  the  broad  subject  of  general 
medicine  are  the  result  of  long  and  painstaking  study  and  differ 
from  those  usually  employed. 
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In  the  freshman  year  the  class  has  lessons  in  symptomatology, 
illustrated  by  cases  in  which  the  subject  is  correlated  with  the 
work  in  physiology  and  pathology. 

During  the  sophomore  year,  the  teaching  is  largely  by  the 
seminar  method.  The  class  is  divided  and  under  the  charge  of 
Profs.  Allen  A.  Jones  and  Henry  C.  Buswell. 

During  the  junior  year,  the  students  have  a  course  of  didactic 
lectures  by  Prof.  Rochester,  and  attend  the  general  clinics,  besides 
ward  work  with  Profs.  Rochester  and  Buswell,  in  which  the  clin- 
ical conference  is  a  striking  feature.  Prof.  Rochester  also  gives 
a  course  in  physical  diagnosis,  and  Prof.  Woehnert  a  course  in 
clinical  pathology  and  microscopy.  Dr.  Ullman  will  conduct  a 
weekly  clinic  at  the  University  Dispensary.  Throughout  the  ses- 
sion, thorough  and  systematic  quizzes  are  given  to  the  different 
classes  by  the  instructors  in  medicine. 

During  the  senior  year,  the  work  is  almost  entirely  clinical 
Besides  the  regular  course  of  lectures  by  Prof.  Stockton,  students 
will  attend  Prof.  Gary's  course  in  clinical  medicine.  Both  these 
teachers  conduct  regular  ward  classes,  which  the  senior  class  is 
required  to  attend  regularly,  divided  into  sections  and  under  the 
immediate  charge  of  a  corps  of  experienced  instructors.  There 
will  also  be  courses  in  the  several  special  departments  of  medicine. 

CHEMISTRY  AND  TOXICOLOGY 

During  the  freshman  year,  the  class  work  in  chemistry  is  by 
recitations  and  lectures,  which  are  largely  illustrated  by  expert 
ments  and  samples  of  medicinal  chemicals.  In  this  way,  the 
general  principles,  as  well  as  many  of  the  facts  of  medical  chem- 
istry, are  definitely  fixed. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  third  term,  students  of  the  freshman 
year  enter  upon  their  work  in  the  chemical  laboratory.  Here  they 
investigate  the  properties  of  the  elements  and  the  simpler  com- 
pounds that  enter  into  the  composition  of  the  body  or  of  foods. 

During  the  first  term  of  the  sophomore  year,  students  attend 
one  lecture  a  week  in  physiological  chemistry.  In  this  course 
the  details  of  the  laboratory  work  are  given  and  also  the  outlines 
of  the  chemistry  of  digestion  and  assimilation  and  the  chemistry 
of  the  excretions. 

At  the  opening  of  the  first  term  the  laboratory  work  of  the 
sophomore  year  begins.  The  student  is  taught  the  process  of 
testing  secretions,  excretions  and  the  detection  of  the  more  com- 
mon poisons. 
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One  hour  a  week  during  the  session  of  the  sophomore  year  is 
devoted  to  lectures  and  quizzes  in  organic  chemistry.  The 
student  receives  instruction  in  the  outlines  of  the  subject  with 
special  reference  to  the  synthetic  organic  compounds  used  in 
medicine. 

ANATOMY 

Anatomy  is  taught  in  the  freshman  and  sophomore  years.  To 
facilitate  the  teaching,  the  classes  are  divided  into  sections. 

Freshman  Year — The  study  of  osteology  precedes  the  dis- 
section. Each  section  takes  up  the  osteology  of  a  certain  part 
to  be  followed  by  its  dissection.  Demonstrations,  of  which  there 
are  four  per  week,  are  illustrated  by  models,  wet  and  dry  speci- 
mens, charts,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  by  recent  dissections  made 
by  the  students.  In  addition  to  the  courses  in  osteology,  and  the 
soft  parts  of  the  upper  and  lower  extremities,  there  is  a  course 
on  the  viscera  of  the  thorax  and  abdomen,  which  is  supplemented 
in  the  sophomore  year  by  an  advanced  course. 

The  student  dissects  the  upper  and  lower  extremities  and  the 
thorax,  the  practical  examination  upon  these  parts  counting  on 
the  final  to  the  extent  of  12  per  cent.  each. 

A  complete  bone  library  is  available  for  the  student's  use. 
This  is  located  in  the  college  library  and  may  be  made  use  of  in 
the  same  manner  as  are  the  books.  Bones  are  also  provided  for 
home  study  and  are  loaned  to  any  student  who  makes  a  deposit 
for  their  return. 

Sophomore  Year — The  brain  and  spinal  cord  are  taken  up 
and  taught  by  a  series  of  demonstrations  to  small  sections  of  the 
class,  using  sections  of  the  actual  brain.  These  demonstrations 
are  supplemented  by  lectures.  There  are  also  courses  on  the  sym- 
pathetic portion  of  the  nervous  system,  the  lymphatics  and  the 
special  anatomy  of  the  male  and  female  genito-urinary  system. 

The  student  dissects  the  head  and  neck,  and  the  abdomen. 
The  examinations  upon  these  parts  counting  on  the  final  to  the 
extent  of  15  per  cent.  each. 

In  both  years,  test  examinations  are  held  throughout  the  term. 
The  departments  of  anatomy,  physiology  and  histology  correlate 
their  work  as  far  as  possible. 

Applied  Anatomy — In  the  third  term  of  the  sophomore  year, 
there  are  two  demonstrations  per  week  on  applied  and  surface 
anatomy,  the  living  subject  being  used  whenever  practicable. 
The  student  is  taught  to  reason  out  the  application  of  anatomy 
to  medicine  and  surgery.  In  the  junior  year,  one  hour  per  week 
is  devoted  to  this  subject. 
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DISSECTION 

The  dissecting  room  is  open  daily,  from  9  a.  m.  to  12  and  2 
to  5  p.  m.,  except  Saturday  afternoon,  and  is  under  the  immedi- 
ate supervision  of  the  Professor  of  Anatomy  and  Assistants,  who 
hold  frequent  individual  quizzes  for  the  benefit  of  the  students. 

From  among  those  students  who  show  the  greatest  proficiency, 
prosectors  are  appointed  who  do  special  dissection  work  and 
quizzing  under  the  direction  of  the  Demonstrator  and  Assistants. 

The  material,  of  which  there  is  an  abundance,  is  preserved  by 
means  of  the  ammonia  cold  storage  process,  which  largely  re- 
moves the  disagreeable  odor  and  liability  to  infection.  Those 
wishing  to  do  supplementary  work  can  always  be  supplied  with 
material. 

The  examinations  in  practical  anatomy  are  oral  and  upon  the 
cadaver. 

If  a  sufficient  number  of  students  present  themselves,  a  spring 
session,  beginning  after  the  regular  winter  session,  will  be  held, 
during  which  students  will  be  enabled  to  make  up  conditioned 
parts,  or  do  extra  work  under  favorable  conditions. 

MATERIA  MEDICA,  PHARMACOLOGY  AND  THERAPEUTICS 

Professors  Long,  Sherman  and  Kiepe 
Beginning  with  the  sophomore  year  the  course  comprises  : 

1 .  A  study  of  materia  medica  in  the  laboratory,  the  aim  being 
to  enable  the  student  to  know  the  important  drugs  in  crude  form, 
their  constituents,  active  principles  'and  general  properties.  Fol- 
lowing this  is  a  laboratory  course  in  pharmacology  which  is  cor- 
related with  the  work  in  physiology.  Demonstrations  of  the 
physiological  action  of  remedies  form  an  important  part  of  the 
course. 

2.  A  laboratory  course  in  practical  pharmacy,  which  includes 
the  making  by  each  student  of  a  number  of  pharmaeopeial  prep- 
arations from  the  crude  drugs  and  the  study  of  their  properties, 
strengths  and  combining  qualities.  The  art  of  combining  medi- 
cines is  fully  taught  and  special  attention  is  given  to  experimental 
work  in  physical  and  chemical  incompatibility. 

3.  A  text-ibook -and  recitation  course,  in  which  physiological 
effects  of  all  important  remedies  are  studied  in  detail,  and,  in 
general,  their  application  and  uses. 

4.  In  the  junior  year  the  student  should  be  prepared  to  make 
practical  application  of  the  facts  previously  learned;  therefore, 
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the  instruction  consists  chiefly  of  conference  work,  in  which  dis- 
cussions of  the  treatment  of  diseases  and  the  application  of  reme- 
dies thereto  are  engaged  in  by  the  class  and  the  teacher.  This 
gives  the  greatest  opportunity  for  individual  instruction  and  in- 
terchange of  thought,  and  trains  the  student  to  think  out  the  treat- 
ment of  each  disease  in  the  most  rational  and  scientific  way.  In 
addition,  a  special  course  in  medical  gymnastics  is  given,  and  one 
hour  per  week  during  the  second  and  third  terms  is  devoted  to 
clinical  therapeutics. 

5.  In  the  senior  year  one  hour  per  week  is  devoted  to  special 
therapeutics,  including  dietetics,  the  writing  of  practical  prescrip- 
tions by  members  of  the  class,  and  conference  work.  The  ap- 
plication of  remedies  other  than  drugs,  such  as  massage,  baths, 
blood-letting,   cupping  and  lavage,  are  fully  demonstrated. 

PHYSIOLOGY 

The  work  in  physiology  consists  of  five  hours  per  week, 
lectures,  recitations  and  demonstrations,  and  three  hours  in  labor- 
atory work  during  the  first  year.  The  subject  is  continued 
m  the  second  year,  with  two  hours  per  week  lectures  and  demon- 
strations for  two  terms  and  three  hours  per  week  during  the  third 
term.  In  the  third  year  one  hour  per  week  for  two  terms  is  given 
to  applied  physiology 

The  subjects  completed  during  the  first  year  are  blood,  lymph, 
circulation,  respiration,  secretion,  digestion,  absorption,  muscle- 
nerve,  and  preliminary  discussion  of  the  nervous  system. 

The  second  year's  instruction  includes  review  of  digestion  and 
absorption,  metabolism,  excretion,  nervous  system,  sensation, 
special   senses  and  reproduction 

The  third  year,  the  subject  is  completed  with  a  discussion  of 
applied  physiology,  one  hour  a  week  for  the  first  two  terms. 

PATHOLOGY  AND  BACTERIOLOGY 

Bacteriology  is  taught  by  laboratory  work  and  recitations  ex- 
tending through  the  whole  sophomore  year.  Each  student  makes 
his  own  culture-media  and  studies  typical  species  of  bacteria,  as 
we'll  as  the  special  bacteriology  of  water,  milk,  etc.  The  labora- 
tory is  equipped  with  oil-immersion  lenses,  and  all  necessary  ap- 
paratus. Lectures  covering  the  general  principles  of  bacteriology 
and  illustrated  with  lantern  views  are  also  given. 

The  work  in  pathology  is  entirely  demonstrative-  Both  gen- 
eral pathology  and  pathological  anatomy  are  taught  by  the  exhi- 
bition of  fresh  specimens    from    autopsies    and    museum    prep- 
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arations,  illustrating  all  the  important  morbid  conditions.  In  the 
sophomore  and  junior  years  laboratory  courses  in  pathological 
histology  are  given.  Each  student  receives  sections  of  diseased 
tissues  to  mount  and  to  sketch  and  study  with  the  microscope. 
There  are  also  recitations  during  the  second  and  third  years. 
Junior  and  senior  students  are  given  numerous  opportunities  to 
witness  autopsies  and  attendance  at  a  certain  number  is  required. 
Advanced  and  post-graduate  students  are  encouraged  to  make 
use  of  the  facilities  of  the  laboratory. 

HISTOLOGY 

Normal  histology  is  taught  in  the  laboratory,  where  during  the 
first  year,  each  student  receives  sections  which  he  is  required  to 
mount  on  slides  and  to  study  with  the  microscope.  A  portion  of 
his  time  is  given  to  the  preparation  of  drawings  to  illustrate  the 
principal  tissues  and  organs  studied  during  the  year.  Human 
tissues  are  utilized  as  far  as  is  desirable.  The  laboratory  course 
is  supplemented  by  lectures  and  recitations  from  the  textbook. 

MEDICAL  JURISPRUDENCE 

Prof.  John  Lord  O'Brian  will  deliver  a  course  of  lectures  upon 
medical  expert  testimony,  insanity  in  its  legal  relations,  the  law  of 
wills  and  the  legal  rights  and  obligations  of  physicians. 

HYGIENE 

Preventive  medicine  commands  more  and  more  recognition 
with  the  progress  of  bacteriological  investigations,  and  a  knowl- 
edge of  hygiene  is  at  present  indispensable  to  the  practicing  physi- 
cian. The  constantly  increasing  demand  for  qualified  health  offi- 
cers and  sanitary  inspectors,  testifies  to  the  fact  that  the  public 
fully  appreciates  the  benefits  that  can  be  derived  from  a  system- 
atic application  of  hygienic  laws.  A  course  of  lectures  upon  this 
important  branch  of  medicine  will  be  delivered  during  the  sopho- 
more year. 

OPHTHALMOLOGY 

The  special  feature  of  Prof.  Howe's  lectures  is  the  abundance 
of  illustration.  Numerous  diagrams  and  optical  instruments  are 
used,  and  a  complete  series  of  imported  preparations  in  wax  show- 
ing the  pathological  conditions  of  the  eye.  These  illustrate  funda- 
mental principles,  and  the  clinical  aspects  of  each  disease  are 
taught  with  patients  constantly  before  the  student. 
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For  this  purpose  an  opportunity  is  afforded  of  seeing  all  of 
the  cases  at  the  Buffalo  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary.  During  the  past 
year  about  two  thousand  new  eye  cases  were  admitted  at  that 
institution,  these,  together  with  former  patients,  made  over  eight 
thousand  visits.  In  addition,  ward  patients  at  the  General  Hospi- 
tal are  also  available  for  study.  The  more  proficient  students  are 
allowed,  under  Prof.  Howe's  supervision,  to  perform  many  of 
the  simpler  operations  themselves.  The  amount  of  clinical 
material  is  not  only  sufficient  for  the  ordinary  student,  but,  if 
properly  used,  could  occupy  all  of  the  time  of  those  who  may 
care  to  devote  themselves  entirely  to  this  branch.  A  laboratory 
supplied  with  the  most  modern  appliances  for  investigation,  and 
a  library  unusually  complete  in  files  of  both  English  and  foreign 
ophthalmological  journals  are  also  open  to  specially  qualified  stu- 
dents. In  a  word,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  the  opportunities  offered 
in  this  department  are  not  excelled  in  any  metropolitan  institution. 

Prof.  Hubbell  will  hold  clinics  on  diseases  of  the  eye  at  the 
Erie  County  Hospital  and  at  the  Charity  Eye,  Ear  and  Throat 
Hospital,  where  a  very  large  amount  of  clinical  material  is  avail- 
able. The  senior  students  will  attend  these  clinics  in  sections  and 
every  possible  opportunity  will  be  given  them  to  take  part  in  the 
demonstrations  and  operations,  and  to  acquire  personal  experi- 
ence in  the  use  of  the  opthalmoscope  and  other  instruments  and 
methods  of  diagnosis. 

Dr.  Elmer  Starr  will  give  ten  lectures  on  refraction  to  the 
senior  class. 

DISEASES  OF  THE  SKIN 

Prof.  Wende  gives  a  systematic  course  of  lectures  in  this  de- 
partment, fully  illustrated  by  diagrams,  microscopical  preparations 
and  patients  from  the  Dispensary.  The  clinics  are  supplementary 
to  the  lectures  delivered  at  the  college  building,  and  the  students 
find  there  an  abundance  of  material  to  study  all  types  of  these 
troublesome  forms  of  disease. 

DISEASES  OF  THE  NERVOUS  SYSTEM 

Prof.  Putnam  will  lecture  on  nervous  diseases.  The  course 
will  include  brain  diseases,  with  cerebral  localization,  diseases  of 
the  spinal  cord  and  functional  nervous  diseases.  The  lectures  will 
be  abundantly  illustrated  by  clinical  material  from  the  Hospital 
and  Dispensary.  An  opportunity  to  examine  patients  at  the  Erie 
County  Hospital  will  be  afforded  the  class. 
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INSANITY  AND  DISEASES  OF  THE  BRAIN 

Prof.  Matzinger  will  deliver  a  course  of  lectures  on  psycholog- 
ical medicine.  The  course  is  designed  not  only  for  those  who 
desire  to  make  a  specialty  of  insanity,  but  for  those  who  expect 
to  engage  in  general  practice.  The  rapid  increase  in  insanity  ren- 
ders it  absolutely  necessary  for  the  general  practitioner  to  be 
able  to  recognize  and  treat  such  cases  early  in  their  course.  The 
abundant  clinical  material  furnished  by  the  Buffalo  State  Hospital 
will  be  utilized  to  supplement  the  didactic  instruction. 

In  connection  with  this  course  there  will  also  be  delivered  a 
course  of  lectures  on  the  familiar  forms  of  brain  disease.  Oppor- 
tunity will  be  provided  for  the  abundant  illustration  of  these 
lectures  by  clinical  cases. 

DISEASES  OF  CHILDREN 

Prof.  Snow  will  lecture  upon  this  important  subject.  The 
various  hospitals  and  dispensaries  with  which  he  is  connected 
afford  him  large  clinical  facilities  for  teaching  students  how  to 
diagnose  and  treat  the  diseases  incident  to  early  life. 

Prof.  Sherman  will  give  clinical  instruction  at  the  Children's 
Hospital. 

DISEASES  OF  THE  NOSE,  THROAT  AND  EAR 

The  junior  class  will  receive  instruction  in  laryngoscopy  and 
otoscopy  in  sections  of  convenient  size.  The  instruments  and 
method  of  laryngoscopy  and  otoscopy  will  be  demonstrated,  and 
opportunity  will  be  afforded  to  each  student  to  acquire  some 
facility  in  the  examination  of  the  nose,  throat  and  ear. 

Prof.  Hinkel  will  meet  the  senior  class  in  weekly  clinics  and 
conferences,  in  which  the  simpler  and  typical  forms  of  diseases  of 
the  nose,  throat  and  ear  will  be  demonstrated  by  cases  selected 
from  the  throat  and  ear  department  of  the  University  Dispensary, 
and  illustrated  by  diagrams,  models  and  charts.  The  class  will  be 
divided  into  sections  that  individual  clinical  instruction  in  diag- 
nosis and  treatment  may  be  given.  Seniors  taking  this  course 
must  have  attended  the  junior  course  in  larngoseopy  and  otoscopy. 
Students  are  given  frequent  opportunity  by  Prof.  Hinkel  to  be 
present  at  ear,  nose  and  throat  operations  in  the  clinic  of  the  Buf- 
falo General  Hospital.  Suitable  cases  from  the  wards  are  shown 
at  the  same  time.  The  excellent  clinical  advantages  of  the  throat 
department  of  the  Buffalo  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  under  Prof. 
Renner,  are  open  to  senior  students.  The  Ear  Department  of 
the  Charity  Eye,  Ear  and  Throat  Hospital,  under  the  direction  of 
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Prof.  Cott,  is  also  open  to  students  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and 
Fridays  from  two  to  three  o'clock  P.  M. 

ORTHOPEDIC  SURGERY 

Lectures  on  orthopedics  will  be  chiefly  clinical  in  character. 
The  subject  will  be  freely  illustrated  by  cases,  stereopticon,  etc. 
Clinics  will  be  held  at  the  Children's  Hospital,  where  the  practical 
and  operative  features  of  this  branch  of  surgery  will  'be  shown, 

ELECTROTHERAPEUTICS 

Prof.  James  W.  Putnam  will  give  a  series  of  lectures  to  the 
senior  class  on  electrotherapeutics,  discussing  the  different  forms 
of  current  and  apparatus  used  and  the  clinical  application  of  the 
same. 

OTOLOGY 

Prof.  Cott  will  give  a  course  of  clinical  lectures  on  otology, 
demonstrating  pathology  by  means  of  stereopticon  views.  The 
sophomore  class  will  be  thoroughly  drilled  in  anatomy  and  path- 
ology by  lectures,  recitations  and  stereopticon.  The  junior  class 
will  receive  mostly  clinical  instruction  in  diagnosis,  prognosis 
and  treatment  of  acute  and  chronic  inflammation,  functional  and 
nerve  deafness,  etc. 

Whenever  opportunity  affords,  clinics  will  be  given  at  the 
Buffalo  General  and  other  hospitals. 

UNIVERSITY  DISPENSARY 

The  Dispensary  is  conducted  in  a  manner  somewhat  unlike 
that  usually  seen  in  similar  institutions,  in  the  fact  that  all  the 
attending  physicians  or  specialists  are  teachers  in  the  Medical  De- 
partment of  the  University,  and  therefore  are  particularly  inter- 
ested in  making  the  material  available  and  useful  to  the  students. 

The  classes  will  be  divided  into  small  sections.  These  sections 
will  be  assigned  in  rotation,  a  tour  of  duty  in  each  of  the  several 
departments  of  the  Dispensary.  As  attendance  on  the  part  of 
the  students  is  obligatory,  each  one  will  secure  an  unusually 
thorough  training  in  the  taking  and  recording  of  histories,  in  the 
physical  examination  of  patients,  the  administration  of  remedies, 
the  application  of  dressings,  the  topical  treatment  of  diseases  of 
the  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat,  female  pelvic  organs,  etc.,  under 
the  immediate  supervision  of  the  professors  and  instructors  of 
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the  school.  Especial  attention  will  foe  given  to  the  too  often  neg- 
lected use  of  instruments  of  precision,  such  as  the  ophthalmoscope 
and  laryngoscope. 

THE  D.  W.  HARRINGTON  LECTURESHIP 

The  faculty  are  glad  to  be  able  to  announce  that  through  the 
generosity  of  Prof.  D.  W.  Harrington,  they  are  enabled  to  estab- 
lish the  D.  W.  Harrington  Lectureship.  A  liberal  donation  has 
been  placed  in  their  hands,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  devoted 
to  this  purpose.  Lectures  will  foe  given  by  some  distinguished 
member  of  the  profession,  and  will  foe  of  such  a  character  as  to 
interest  both  the  general  profession  and  the  students  of  the  college. 

UNIVERSITY  OF  BUFFALO  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of  Buffalo  has  lately 
erected  a  commodious  building,  second  to  none  in  the  world,  for 
its  exclusive  occupancy.  The  privileges  of  this  building  and  of 
membership  in  the  Association  are  available  to  students  of  the 
University  upon  payment  of  a  nominal  sum.  These  privileges 
comprise  a  library  and  reading  room,  restaurant,  gymnasium  and 
plunge.  In  addition,  the  college  department  is  organized  to  carry 
out  the  purpose  of  the  Association  among  the  students.

MANUAL  TRAINING

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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 
Medical  Student  Examinations 

To   Provide   for   the    Preliminary   Education   of   Medical 

Students. 

Laws  of  New  York,  1893,  ch.  661,  as  amended  to  June  1,  1906. 

The  degree  of  bachelor  or  doctor  of  medicine  shall  not  be 
conferred  in  this  State  before  the  candidate  has  filed  with  the 
institution  conferring  it  the  certificate  of  the  regents  that  before 
beginning  the  first  annual  medical  course  counted  toward  the 
degree,  unless  matriculated  conditionally  as  hereinafter  specified, 
he  had  either  graduated  from  a  registered  college  or  satisfactorily 
completed  a  full  course  in  a  registered  academy  or  high  school; 
or  had  a  preliminary  education  considered  and  accepted  by  the 
regents  as  fully  equivalent ;  or  held  a  regents'  medical  student 
certificate,  granted  'before  this  act  took  effect ;  or  had  passed 
regents'  examinations  as  hereinbefore  provided.  A  medical  school 
may  matriculate  conditionally  a  student  deficient  in  not  more  than 
one  year's  academic  work,  or  15  counts  of  the  preliminary  educa- 
tion requirement,  provided  the  name  and  deficiency  of  each  stu- 
dent so  matriculated  be  filed  at  the  regents'  office  within  three 
months  after  matriculation,  and  that  the  deficiency  be  made  up 
before  the  student  begins  the  second  annual  medical  course 
counted  toward  the  degree. 

All  matriculants  must  secure  60  academic  counts,  or  their  full 
equivalent,  before  beginning  the  first  annual  medical  course, 
counted  toward  the  degree,  unless  admitted  conditionally,  as  here- 
inbefore 'specified,  when  the  deficiency  must  be  made  up  before 
the  student  begins  the  second  annual  medical  course  counted  to- 
ward the  degree. 

Notes  on  the  Law. 

1.  The  medical  student  certificate  must  be  earned  before  the  candi- 
date begins  the  first  annual  medical  course  counted  toward  the  degree, 
except  that  a  student  may  matriculate  conditionally  and  make  up  a  defici- 
ency of  not  more  than  fifteen  academic  counts  before  the  begin- 
ning of  the  second  annual  medical  course  counted  toward  the  degree. 
If  granted  on  evidence  of  satisfactory  college  or  high  school  course  or  an 
equivalent,  the  work  offered  must  have  been  completed  before  the  candi- 
date begins  the  second  annual  medical  course  counted  toward  the  degree. 

2.  The  regents  will  accept  as  fully  equivalent  to  the  required  academic 
course  any  one  of  the  following : 

(a)  A  certificate  of  having  successfully  completed  at  least  one  full 
year's  course  of  study  in  the  collegiate  department  of  any  college  or 
university,  registered  by  the  regents  as  maintaining  a  satisfactory  standard. 

(b)  A  certificate  of  having  passed  in  a  registered  institution  exami- 
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nations  equivalent  to  the  full  collegiate  course  of  the  freshman  year  or  to 
a  completed  academic  course. 

(c)  A  regent's  certificate  of  60  academic  counts. 

(d)  A  certificate  of  graduation  from  any  registered  gymnasium  in 
Germany,  Austria  or  Russia. 

(e)  A  certificate  of  the  successful  completion  of  a  course  of  five 
years  in  a  registered  Italian  ginnasio  and  three  years  in  a  liceo. 

(f)  The  bachelor's  degree  in  arts  or  science,  or  substantial  equiva- 
lents from  any  registered  institution  in  France  or   Spain. 

(g)  Any  credential  from  a  registered  institution  or  from  the  govern- 
ment in  any  foreign  state  or  country  which  represents  the  completion  of 
a  course  of  study  equivalent  to  graduation  from  a  registered  New  York 
high  school  or  academy,  or  from  a  registered  Prussian  gymnasium. 

Extracts  from  Rules. 

Order  of  Studies.— There  is  no  restriction  in  the  order  in  which 
studies  may  be  taken. 

Time  Limit. — There  is  no  limit  of  time,  but  all  credentials  issued 
by  the  University  are  good  till  cancelled  for  cause.  Studies  necessary  to 
obtain  any  credential  may  be  passed  at  different  examinations. 

SEVENTY-FIVE  PER  CENT  OF  CORRECT  ANSWERS  IS  RE- 
QUIRED IN'  ALL  SUBJECTS. 

Answer  papers  will  be  reviewed  in  the  regents'  office,  and  all  papers 
below  standard  will  be  returned  to  the  candidates.  For  those  accepted, 
pass  cards  will  be  issued. 

Candidates  not  attending  schools  in  which  regents'  examinations  are 
held  should  send  notice,  at  least  ten  days  in  advance,  stating  at  what  time 
and  in  what  studies  they  wish  to  be  examined  that  required  desk  room 
may  be  provided  at  the  most  convenient  place. 

Candidates  who  fail  to  send  this  advance  notice  can  be  admitted  only 
as  far  as  there  are  unoccupied  seats. 

Certificates  Without  Examinations. — Candidates  having  creden- 
tials, which  can  be  accepted  in  place  of  an  examination,  should  send  them 
to  the  Hio-h  School  Department.  They  will  be  returned  as  soon  as  veri- 
fied, and  if  accepted,  the  proper  certificate  will  be  sent  them. 

Sample  Papers. — Calls  for  sample  examination  papers  grew  so  bur- 
densome that  further  free  distribution  became  impracticable.  All  the 
papers  for  the  year  are  mailed  in  paper  covers  for  25  cents,  or  bound 
for  50  cents.  Unbound  papers  can  be  had  for  10  cents  for  not  exceeding 
ten  subjects. 

The  exact  ground  covered  by  these  examinations  is  shown  in  the 
Regents'  academic  syllabus,  which  is  mailed  prepaid  for  25  cents. 

Medical  Student  Certificate. — When  all  requirements  are  fulfilled 
the  regents  grant  a  medical  student  certificate.  The  fee  for  this  credential 
is  25  cents. 

On  receiving  this  certificate  the  candidate  must  send  it  to  the  secretary 
or  recording  officer  of  the  university  or  college  at  which  he  intends  to 
study  medicine. 

March  22.  1898,  the  regents  approved  the  following  modifications  in 
requirements  for  medical  student  certificates : 

1.  Partial  Equivalents. — Evidence  of  completion  in  a  registered 
school  of  .one  or  more  years  of  satisfactory  high  school  work,  and  regents' 
examinations  in  subjects  representing  the  balance  of  the  required  four- 
year  course  (any  15,  30  or  45  additional  counts). 
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2.  Cumulative  Credit. — Regents'  examinations  in  the  second  or 
third  year  of  French,  German  or  Spanish  will  be  accepted  as  including 
the  preceding  years  in  those  courses. 

3.  Date  of  Certificate. — Candidates  unable  to  offer  certificates  of 
the  required  academic  work  in  a  registered  institution  may  present 
evidence  to  the  regents  that  they  had  the  required  preliminary  educa- 
tion before  beginning  the  second  course  counted  <  toward  the  degree, 
and  may,  on  passing  regents'  examinations,  receive  their  certificates 
as  of  the  date  when  the  preliminary  work  was  completed.

Final  Examination  in  the  Subjects  of  the  First  and  Second  Years 

In  1907  the  medical  law  was  amended,  giving  the  regents 
power  to  admit  conditionally  to  the  licensing  examinations  in 
anatomy,  physiology,  hygiene  and  sanitation,  and  chemistry,  ap- 
plicants certified  as  having  studied  medicine  not  less  than  two  full 
years  of  at  least  nine  months  each,  including  two  satisfactory 
courses  of  at  least  seven  months  each,  in  two  different  calendar 
years,  in  a  medical  school  registered  as  maintaining  at  the  time 
a  satisfactory  standard;  provided  that  such  applicants  are  more 
than  19  years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character,  have  the  requisite 
preliminary  education  and  pay  the  fee  of  $25.00;  the  final  ex- 
aminations in  surgery,  obstetrics  and  gynecology,  pathology,  in- 
cluding bacteriology,  and  diagnosis,  to  be  made  after  having 
finished  the  full  period  of  study  and  having  received  the  medical 
degree.

RULES  GOVERNING  EXAMINATIONS 

Rule  ist. — The  examination  marks  shall  be  upon  a  scale  of  ioo. 
Each  student  must  attain  an  average  of  at  least  70  in  each 
and  every  branch.  In  marking  for  examinations  the  follow- 
ing subjects  shall  be  counted  as  one  branch:    Histology  and 
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Histological  Laboratory;  Chemistry  and  Chemical  Labora- 
tory; Pathology  and  Pathological  Laboratory;  Materia 
Medica  and  Pharmacal  Laboratory ;  Physiology  and  Physio- 
logical Laboratory,  Bacteriology  and  Bacteriological  Labora- 
tory. 

Eighty  per  cent,  attendance  upon  all  laboratory  work  is 
required  for  admittance  to  the  laboratory  examinations,  un- 
less the  student  is  excused  by  the  head  of  the  department. 

Rule  2D. — Students  of  the  freshman,  sophomore,  or  junior  year 
who  fail  to  pass  their  examinations  may  have  a  second  exam- 
ination in  those  branches  in  which  they  are  deficient  immedi- 
ately before  the  opening  of  the  succeeding  annual  session. 
Any  student  failing  in  more  than  one  branch  at  this  second 
examination  shall  be  required  to  repeat  all  the  studies  of  the 
preceding  year,  excepting  those  in  which  the  mark  attained  is 
90  or  more.  If  the  failure  is  in  a  single  branch  only,  the 
student  will  be  allowed  to  pass  on  to  the  next  year  on  con- 
dition that  the  branch  in  which  the  failure  occurs  is  made 
up  before  the  1st  of  November;  but  such  examination  is  to 
be  conducted  as  a  special  examination  under  rule  4.  But  no 
student  will  be  allowed  to  appear  for  examination  in  the 
studies  of  any  year  before  passing  satisfactorily  all  the  exam- 
inations of  the  preceding  year,  except  as  provided  in  rules  4 
and  5. 

Rule  3D. — Any  student  failing  to  appear  at  the  regular  exam- 
inations shall  not  be  admitted  to  examination  until  the  sub- 
sequent spring,  except  by  consent  of  the  faculty. 

Rule  4TH. — Students  failing  to  appear  at  the  regular  time  ap- 
pointed for  re-examination  in  the  subjects  in  which  they 
have  previously  failed,  will  not  be  admitted  to  further  exam- 
ination until  the  succeeding  spring.  With  the  consent  of  the 
faculty,  however,  they  may  have  a  special  examination,  for 
which  they  must  pay  an  extra  fee  of  $5.00  for  each  subject. 

Rule  5th. — A  student  failing  to  pass  the  examination  in  labora- 
tory work  may  take  a  delinquent  examination  in  the  fall ; 
failing  in  this  examination,  he  shall  be  required  to  take 
another  course  and  pay  an  additional  fee  for  such  course 
before  becoming  eligible  for  re-examination.  Bach  course  of 
laboratory  work  shall  be  counted  as  a  separate  branch  under 
rule  2,  except  as  provided  in  rule  1. 
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Rule  6th. — Students  taking  the  spring  course  in  any  subject  will 
be  allowed  an  examination  in  the  same,  said  examination  to 
be  substituted  for  the  delinquent  examination,  provided  this 
examination  covers  the  same  ground.  Failing  in  this  exam- 
ination, the  student  will  not  be  entitled  to  re-examination 
except  by  special  examination  as  provided  for  under  rule  2. 

Rule  7th. — Students  from  other  colleges  shall  not  be  eligible  for 
graduation  until  they  have  attended  four  full  courses  of  lec- 
tures, the  last  of  which  shall  have  been  at  this  college,  and 
have  passed  all  the  examinations  of  their  respective  years 
equivalent  to  those  required  at  this  college. 

Rule  8th. — Prospective  students  desiring  to  enter  the  sophomore 
year,  who  shall  have  complied  with  the  requirments  of  our 
freshman  year,  excepting  any  single  subject,  will  be  allowed 
to  go  on  in  the  sophomore  year,  but  will  be  required  to  make 
up  the  work  in  such  subject.  Graduates  of  pharmacy  from 
colleges  maintaining  the  standard  required  in  New  York 
State  may  receive  credit  for  courses  in  materia  medica,  prac- 
tical pharmacy,  chemistry  and  toxicology  which  are  shown  to 
be  equivalent  to  the  same  courses  in  the  medical  curriculum, 
but  no  time  credit  can  be  allowed  for  such  work. 

Rule  o/th. — Examinations  of  delinquents  shall  be  held  during 
the  week  preceding  the  opening  of  the  session. 

Rule  ioth. — Students  shall  be  required  to  present  to  each  ex- 
aminer each  year  an  examination  ticket  signed  by  the  Treas- 
urer. This  ticket  will  be  issued  only  to  students  who  have 
made  satisfactory  arrangements  with  reference  to  fees. 

EXAMINATIONS  FOR  GRADUATION 

Rule  iith. — The  examinations  shall  be  conducted  by  the  pro- 
fessors in  their  respective  branches,  provided  that  the  pro- 
fessors of  medicine  and  surgery  shall  include  questions  in  the 
subjects  covered  by  the  teachers  in  special  subjects. 

Rule  I2th. — 'Candidates  must  attain  yo  in  each  and  every 
branch.  Their  general  standing  as  students  will  be  con- 
sidered before  they  will  be  recommended  for  graduation. 

Rule  13TH. — Candidates  who  attain  a  general  average  of  90  or 
more  shall  be  considered  to  have  gained  honors. 
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Rule  14TH.- — The  examination  average  shall  be  based  on  the 
examination  marks  received  in  this  department  of  this  uni- 
versity only. 

Rule  15TH. — -There  shall  be  no  re-examination  of  unsuccessful 
candidates  for  the  degree  of  M.D.,  until  the  close  of  the  ensu- 
ing winter  session,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  fac- 
ulty. 

Rule  i6th. — Rejected  candidates  shall  be  required  to  attend  all 
the  instruction  during  the  ensuing  session  and  pass  examina- 
tions in  every  branch  of  the  senior  year,  excepting  those  in 
which  a  mark  of  90  has  been  obtained,  and  pay  all  the  regu- 
lar fees  of  such  session. 

Rule  17TH. — The    faculty    reserves  the  right  to  refuse  the    re 
matriculation  of  any  student  who,  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
faculty,  is  considered  unfit  to  continue  the  study  of  medicine. 

Rule  i8th. — Graduates  of  other  regular  medical  colleges  will 
not  be  eligible  for  graduation  at  this  college,  unless  they 
shall  have  attended  four  full  courses  of  instruction  equivalent 
to  the  courses  in  this  college,  and  have  passed  the  final  exam- 
inations in  this  college  in  Therapeutics,  Obstetrics  and  Gyne- 
cology, Surgery,  Practice,  Pathology  and  Medical  Jurispru- 
dence.

STUDENTS  must  matriculate  when  they  commence  attend- 
ance  AT  THE   LECTURES. 
MATRICULATION    FEE    ( ANNUALLY),    $5-00. 

Graduates  of  medical  colleges  in  good  standing  may  attend  the 
lectures  by  matriculating.  The  fee  for  a  full  laboratory  course  in 
Chemistry,  Pathology,  Bacteriology,  Histology,  Physiology,  and 
Pharmacy  is  $10.00  for  each  course,  laboratory  fees  to  be  paid  at 
the  beginning  of  the  laboratory  course.  Examination  fees  are 
$10.00  annually,  and  are  not  returnable  if  examination  has  been 
taken.  No  rebate  will  be  given  after  a  ticket  has  been  purchased 
and  the  student  discontinues  his  studies.  The  fees  for  a  four 
years'  course  are  as  follows :

RULES  AND  REQUISITES  FOR  GRADUATION 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  is  conferred  in  accordance 
with  a  vote  of  the  Council  of  the  University  upon  recommendation 
of  the  faculty.    The  following  are  the  requisites  for  graduation : 

Twenty-one  years  of  age;  a  good  moral  character;  satisfac- 
tory evidence  of  having  studied  medicine  for  four  years  under  the 
tuition  of  a  regular  practitioner  or  practitioners ;  dissection  of  an 
entire  lateral  half  of  a  subject  either  here  or  elsewhere;  evidence 
of  having  attended  four  full  courses  of  lectures,  of  six  months 
each,  the  last  having  been  at  this  institution.  (The  tickets  of  irreg- 
ular colleges  will  not  be  recognized).  He  must  have  passed  an 
examination  in  all  subjects  embraced  in  the  curriculum,  which 
shall  have  been  satisfactory  to  the  faculty. 

{The  payment  of  all  fees  is  a  prerequisite  for  graduation) 

The  commencement  will  take  place  upon  the  last  day  of  the 
term,  when  the  degrees  will  be  publicly  conferred.
